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SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


GENTLEMEN :—-We would report that we have paid 
the Griffith note of $3,000, also the Dorman note 
of $2,000, and the two Cooley notes of about $600. 
These were out of town notes, the two first at 4 per 
cent. and the last at 3 per cent. annually. 

We now owe about $1,700 out of town, all in 4 per 
cent. notes. And here we would suggest that these 
out of town notes be paid immediately, because we 
think the money can readily be obtained in our own 
town at 3 per cent. annually. 

We sold the Ham farm, at auction, as you directed, 
for $817, which was $234 17 less than the farm cost us, 
consequently our assets are reduced that amount by the 
transaction. 

The past year has been favorable for the town as we 
have had no law suits te contend with, and our bills 
have been small for breaking roads, but, gentlemen, 
our bills, the present winter, for breaking roads will 
be large, and we would recommend that the town raise 
a larger tax for the coming year, as our valuation is 
diminishing by taking away quite an amount of lumber. 

And, gentlemen, we would state that it has been our 
policy, through the year, to keep as little money in 
the treasury as practicable but as soon as it had accu- 
mulated there we ordered it paid out on notes, conse- 
quently but a small amount of money has laid idle in 
the treasury, but nearly all has been dra-ving interest.
